Someone has said th at after you 
have read a new book you should 
select an old one to read. The con­ 
trast is always both enlightening 
and profitable. No m atter how much 
we have enjoyed, or gained from a 
good book, a second, or more, read­ 
ing of that book, gives us new in­ 
tellectual nourishment. In fact, it 
never seems to run out of it« new 
givings!

A single reading of Shakespeare, 
or Montaigne, for example, would 
cheat one of many and many a 
happy experience. I know of one 
friend who told me that he never 
went to bed without dipping into 
Shakespeare, and of course, the 
Bible is a daily spiritual diet for 
millions. I have a small group of 
books ever on my work desk that I 
dip into year in and year out. 
John Burroughs says th at such 
books as those th at have keeping 
qualities, also have a "living reality.” 
They are immortal. No time is ever 
wasted in our return to such.

It is well to select our friends In 
the same manner as we select our 
books—those with this same keeping 
quality. There are too many books 
likened to a bed of ashes, where the 
coals of a once burning fire, are 
beyond all efforts to inspire a blaze!

A prospect is a person who might 
buy a car if a thousand others didn’t 
beat him to It. 
One of the little things that ought 
to go a long way toward making 
for better braking is a device to 
cover the holes which are placed In 
brakes to permit handy adjusting 
of the shoes. Moisture and dirt can 
get into the brakes through these 
openings, but with a rubber brake 
adjusting hole cover you have an 
easy way to protect brakes against 
entrance of foreign matter. It means 
better braking, more of the equaliza­ 
tion that depends on brake lining 
efficiency. 
Why Those Small Plugs 
Although they have been in use 
for some time the IO mm size spark 
plugs do not seem to be understood 
by many motorists. Stnce the larger 
sizes are successful the question may 
well be asked as to why there is any 
need for this peanut variety. 
There are several reasons for Its 
preference by some engineers. A 
purely mechanical advantage Is the 
fact that this very small plug is 
convenient when space is limited In 
the head of a multi-cylinder engine. 
Smaller plugs warm up faster, thus 
reducing the tendency to foul at the 
low temperatures of the warm-up 
period. These plugs also pave the 
way for still higher • compression 
ratios. 
On the debit side, however. Is the 
greater tendency for such plugs to 
cut out because of the shorter leak­ 


age path between the center elec­ 
trode and the steel shell. 
Anyone who has watched a serv­ 
ice man use a vacuum gauge on the 
motor knows that things are in good 
shape if the needle holds between 
a reading of 17 to 21 inches. But 
what Is indicated lf the reading 
hangs around IO, or around 15? 
The lower reading is generally 
accepted as an indication th at the 
engine is afflicted with Incorrect valve 
timing. And a steady reading of 15 
means th at Ignition timing is off 
the beam. There are a lot of border­ 
line cases which need special con­ 
sideration when using a vacuum 
test to determine the engine s condi­ 
tion, but these two can be taken as 
quite definite evidence of timing 
inaccuracies. 
Mechanic Joe Speaking: 
"The damage some motorists do 
to their cars through careless use 
of wrenches is quite an item, even 
in these days of billions. There Just 
doesn’t seem to be enough considera­ 
tion for the amount of leverage 
even a small wrench provides. At 
one time several car makers speci­ 
fied the maximum length of the 
handle of wrenches used when ad­ 
justing certain parts of cars, but it 
didn’t seem to do much good. 
"Any owner who plaas to do a 
bit of well-directed tinkering ought 
to provide himself with a tension 
wrench so th at he can be sure not 
to shear off a nut with too much 
elbow grease. Also he needs enough 


sizes so th at he won’t wear off the 
nut edges and perhaps injure him­ 
self trying to use those that are 
not the right size." 
A friend of mine who does a good 
Job of keeping his car in fine shape 
was puzzled because of low oil pres­ 
sure. None of the usual checks 
seemed to prove effective. Finally 
he discovered1 that the floating oil 
intake and screen were forming the 
habit of rising too high, thus allow­ 
ing some air to be sucked into the 
system. He remedied this by the 
simple process (if bending its "stop" 
so that the screen couldn't rise so 
high. 
More Fancy Than Functional 
I am inclined to agree with those 
who are prophesying that the motor­ 
ing public is getting fed up with 
furbelows and high styling and that 
the future holds some promise of 
car design of a more functional 
nature. Watch the average person 
trying to meet the problem of a flat 
tire and you have a very good pic­ 
ture of one of the many things that 
are 
dead 
wrong 
with 
so-called 
modern cars. Our cars park very 
badly because of overhanging Junk 


th at isn’t even strong enough to 
stave off a flfteen-mile-an-hour col- I 
Halon. If a window doesn’t work you 
have to be an upholsterer to get at 
the mechanism.

off in order to get a t the valves. 
Unless the tread is checked and 
reversed we'll need a hoist to put 
oil into the engine. It's almost that 
bad to replace a fan belt. 
Did You Know 
That the starter switch on your 
car, if pedal operated, keeps ef­ 
ficient because it is of the wedge 
type? Its action serves to keep it 
clean. 
That a new electric unit for at­ 
tachm ent to one of the latest hy­ 
draulic jacks will make it possible 
to raise the car a t the touch of a 
button? 
That safety experts are worried 
about some of the new cars because 
of extra width newts? The driver 
is encouraged to get out on the 
traffic side rather than struggle to 
slide across so much expanse of 
upholstery. 
Need New Shock*? 
How to tell whether shock ab­ 
sorbers peed attention is more than 


a m atter of observing that the car 
does not ride well. Its shortcomings 
in riding qualities may easily be 
confined to the springs which have 
flattened. 
First step Lh to Jump on the front 
and rear bumpers so as to cause 
rapid action of the shock absorbers. 
If during this process fluid leaks to 
the ground or squirts to the frame 
the shocks need replacement. Shocks 
In such condition should not be re­ 
paired. If the shocks are of the arm 
type, move the arm from left to 
right to check for excessive slde- 
play in the arm bearings. Try mov­ 
ing the arm up and down, too. If 
movement is too easy the shock ab­ 
sorber has lost Its control. On the 
other hand, too much rwistence in­ 
dicates that the unit is plugged with 
dirt. In either case a replacement 
is the answer. In refilling shocks 
always use the best brands and the 
right grade for the particular make. 
It-is not generally realized by many 
motorists that a lot of parts on their 
of other makes. Trade journals pub­ 
lish lists of interchangeable parts, 
and a perusal of the facts certainly 
suggests that all cars are brothers 
under the skin. Right now this fact 
explains why some motorists are able 


to make repairs while others are 
unable to secure certain basic parts.
